If 
Turkey  eannot  help,  she  must  not  positively 
oppoae  the  Egyptians. 

For  many  year*  the  Turkish  power  has 
been  npbeld  in  times  oi  emergency  by  Brit¬ 
ish  bayonets.  Iq  the  kat  war  between  Rus¬ 
sia  and  Turkey  Nothing  but  English  guns 
commanded  a  liafct  to  the  advancing  and  vie 
torioua  troops  at  JUe  North,  which  otherwUs 
would  soon  have  teen  in  possession  of  Con¬ 
stantinople.  Beg  it  is  one  thing  for  the 
Sultan  to  accept  aid  from  a  Christian  power 
against  a  Chris  iaii  nation  and  quite  another 
thing  to  join  witlf  England  iu  a  war  upon 
Moslrips,  who,  ;  moreover,  are  nominally 
subjects  of  the  Saltan. 

If  now  there  is  estrangement  between 
these  former  allies,  the  old  obstacle  to  tlie 
consummation  of  the  purposes  of  Husain  will 
be  removed .  Thtre  is  no  »  ant  of  ground  on 
which  tehet.  Unfulfilled  provisions  of  the 
Berlin  Treaty,  oreveu  older  claims,  can  be 
brought  to  the  front.  From  present  appear 
aners  Turkey  can  hojw  for  nothing  from 
Germany  or  Austria.  These  powers  might, 
indeed,  become  the  allies  of  England  against 
Russia,  of  which  there  are  some  indications 
in  the  friendly  tone  of  Germany  towards 
British  operations— which  alliance  would 
check  the  design*  of  Uussia  upon  the  Olto- 
msu  power. 

Apart  from  this  all  that  would  remain 
would  be  Italy  and  Frauce  from  which  any 
substantial  aid  could  he  derived;  and  these 
powers  would  be  more  likely  to  unite  with 
Russia. 
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.  A  DECISIVE  MOVE 
The  judgement  expressed  in  our  columns 
two  weeks  sgo  os  to  the  true  base  for  the 
Brtibfe.  operations  in  Egypt  Las  been  cun 
firmed,  so  far  as  the  action  of  Sir  GakNET 
Wolsel fit  and  Admiral  Setmocb  Is 
earned.  The  5*  ex  Canal  has  been  seixed 
a*  a  military  base,  and  is  to  be  used  purely 
as  such  for  the  present. 

Only  a  small  force  and  a  few  iron  clads 
are  needed  to  retain  possession  of  Alexandria. 
It  wguld  avail  Arabi  Pacha  but  lidle  even 
if,  by  a  decisive  assault  in  forces  he  •  were  to 
regain  the  ciy ;  for  he  could  soon  be  again 
•driven  forth.  And  to  move  against  him  by 
a  front  attack  would  involve  a  heavy  loss  on 
the  part  of  the  English;  for  bis  position 
strong  and  well  fortified.  Tb  take  this 
would  be  only  to  gain  a  little  ground,  as  he 
-could  readily  fall  back  to  another  entrench¬ 
ed  line, .probably  in  readiness  in  the  rear. 

By  moving  from  the  Sues  line  Cairo  is 
threatened.  This  is,  doubtless,  the  grand 
•objective  point  of  the  campaign.  Its  cap¬ 
ture  by  the  British  would  give  them  all  they 
would  need  for  the  virtual  possession  of 
Egypt,,  inasmuch  as  it  would  place  all  Lower 
Egypt  in  their  power.  To  acquire  and  re- 
tain  ibis,  with  the  chief  authority  over  the 
Suez  Canal,  would  be  glory  and  gain  enough 
for  the  British  government.  With  but  little 
short  of  this  will  England  be  satisfied. 

But  we  do  not  believe  that  ail  this  will  be 
weed  red  without  stubborn  fighting  and  great 
sacrifice  of  life.  It  is  folly  for  oae  side  to 
-underestimate  the  strength  of  the  other;  and 
it  would  be  madness  for  the  English  to  act 
as  ?T  they  were  opposed  only  by  a  few  half- 
frightened  Arabs.  Whatever  may  have 
been  true  of  Egyptian  soldiers  in  the  past, 
at  mast  be  remembered  that  for  twelve  years 
rthry  have  now  been  trained  in  the  art  of  war. 
and  so  schooled  by  American  officers  experi¬ 
enced  in  our  late  bloody  struggle.  Besides 
which,  they  are  led1  by  an  able,  patriotic  and

One  of  the  persons  coaspicnoaa  in  Eastern 
•Hairs  is  M.  DfiLsascw.  He  has  been

The  affair  is  shrouded  iu  mys¬ 
tery,  thus*  who  know  the  most  shoot  it  being 
unwilling  to  talk.  The  alleged  murderer  is 
Jack  H solos,  son  of  Mrs.  Mary  Hanlon,  who 
keeps  the  Union  Hotel  on  Bloomfield  Aveonc, 
near  the  Mam-ion  House. 

From  what  could  be  learned  of  the  rase  the 
facts  neora  to  be  as  follows:  Ou  Thursday  eve-( 
tiing  IngtL  sud  Hanlou  together  attended  the 
picnic  of  the  bricklayers  and  tnssous  which  was 
heH  si  C'raoc’s  Grove  on  Grove  Street,  lnglls 
had  Id  his  possesriou  a  revolver,  which  was 
taken  from  him  by  Hanlon  in  the  course  of  the 
evening.  A  dispute  arose,  the  real  cause  of 
which  Is  uiaknowu,  during  which  someone  took 
the  pistol  sway  from  Hanlon.  When  he  dis¬ 
covered  his  loss  he  lusisted  upon  regaluing  its 
possession.  NJi-a  Kate  Kennedy  promised  to 
get  the  plsBol  for  him  If  lie  would  then  go  home. 
This  Hanlon  agreed  to,  and  the  pistol  was  re¬ 
lume  i  to  Mm.  Hanlou,  lnglls,  Samuel  Speller 
and  Miss  Keunedy  then,  at  about  half.psst 
eleven,  started  for  borne.  .  After  leaving  MU# 
Kennedy  *t  her  house  on  Cherry  Street,  the 
three  men  walked  up  BioouirteW  Avenue  a»  far 
as  the  corner  of  Grove  Street,  where  the  shoot¬ 
ing  took  pllace:  Just  how  is  si  present  a  mys¬ 
tery.,  lugfis  fell  to  the  sidewalk  exclaiming 
I'm  shot.”  A  passing  carriage  wa*  hailed  and 
the  wounded  man  whs  lifted  into  it  nod  uriveu 
lih  ail  speed  to  Dr.  Casey's  office.  The  doc¬ 
tor  iiuuH-diRtely  probed  for  the  bullet,  which 
entered,  t Us  abdomen  ou  the  left  side  about  two 
laches  shove  the  navel,  but  noticing  that  lnglls 
was  rspidly  sinking,  the  probing  was  ahandou- 
J  usitge  S.  O.  Ftllshury,  who  had  been  Im¬ 
mediate!,)  summoned,  Issued  the  necessary  pa¬ 
pers  commuting  llaulou  to  jail  ujhju  bit  own 
confession  that  he  had  shot  inglis.  The  justice 
ippofnlrtl  jM r.  J.  M.  butplieu  a  special  cousta- 
ble  foe thej occasion,  aud  qe,  with  .James  Mc- 
-Douou  U,  (couveyed  ilauk-u  to  Jail.  “ 

Misa  Kepucdv  is  very  reticent  and  wears  s 
deeply  troubled  expression.  When  interviewed 
she  said  that  she  went  to  the  picuic  with  Mr. 
bpeller  and  saw  iluiilou  and  login*  there  togeth¬ 
er.  There  w a#  no  quarrel  bet w  eeu  them.  TTiey 
were  the  Urst  of  Irteuds  and  always  bad  bieu. 
tt  hen  questioued  abouf  the  row  at  the  picuic 
the  said:  *  t  here  w  as.i’tauy  quarrel  at  all,  any 
juore  lhaialhat  I  was  atauuiug  on  tbs  floor  to 
dance  aud<Mr.  Haulob  came  up  to  get  into  » lie 
stt,  ana  tusiyoe  some  of  them  objected  to  his 
coming  in  aud  then  he  went  away  and  didu’i 
say  auytbfng  at  ail;  be  didn't  say  snylhiug  at 
all.”  When  the  pistol  story  was  mentioned 
she  said,  "I  kuoM  uotbiug  about  no  pistol, 
and  would  say  tin  mure. 

Mr.  gptsliet  regaids  it  as  a  serious  matter  to 
have  breu  dn  eye-wituess  to  the  affair  aud  bas 
evidently  been  carefully  coached.  ills  answer 
to  all  iuijuin-  s  Iac  "loti  come  to  the  inquest 
aud  then  ion'll  hear  all  about  it.” 

At  Hu-  Jail  Hanlon  made  the  following  state 
raeut:  "  hbere  was  a  dog  bekmgiug  to  Theodore 
Jotmson  (:t  colored  many,  that  used  to  cltas: 
our  ducks,  uud  Harry  said  lie  w  as  going  to 
shoot  it.  I  gave  him  the  pistol  aud  told  him 
'All  right;  if  you  catch  him,  shoot  him.’  Well, 
we  went  over  to  the  picuic,  and  ibeu  I  look  the 
revolver  sway  from  Harry.  There  was  a  little 
'racket'  spoil  the  platform  and  so  me*  me  took 
the  ;  is'.nt  from  «e  und  I  said  I  wur.ted  it.  Thcu 
Miss  Katie  Kennedy  got  the  revolver  aud  gave 
it  to  me  snd  we  weot  home.  When  we  got  up 
then-  by  Lcddy'f  I  took  the  pistol  and  was  fool¬ 
ing  with  it.  Harry  stood  before  me  and  Spel¬ 
ler  stood  by  the  aide  of  me.  The  first  thiug  1 
kuew  It  Wcut  off  aud  Harry  say  s,  '1  aui  shot.' 

I  then  called  to  young  Pearce  iu  the  buggy  and 
told  hitqto  lake  ibis  man  lo  Hie  doctor’s.  IV c. 
Speller  aud  I,  mo  up  as  fast  as  we  could  to  Hr 
Casey's.  I  never  saw  anything  like  that  pistol 
in  my  life;  It  vrtet  off  Just  like  that."  (Here 
Hanlon  snapped  his  lingers  as  an  illustration.) 
During  this  statement  Hanlon  seemed  very 
much  broken  dowu  and  held  his  left  hand, 
which  was  bai  daged,  in  his  right,  having  shot 
the  small  finger  on  Ida  left  hand  while  shooting 
Inglis.

— MuHer  Jacobs,  of  Mosco-v, 
Ltua  iuveu.ed  a  iuc:bod  of  utilizing  oleic 
acid  for  caodie  tunk.og,  etc.  Tbe  oleic 
acid,  or  auy  of  ji*  natural  glycerides,  like 
cutlou  seed  oil,  rape  oil,  poor  quality  olive 
oil,  sunflower  oil  and  cod  liver  oil  are  cooled 
to  44a  Fa)*.,  or  lower,  aud  tbeu  slowly 

mixed  with  SO  or  40  per  cent,  of  strong  snl- 
phurio  acid  («q>ee.  grav.  1  823  or  1826) 
which  has  aKo  been  cooled  to  the  same 
temperature.  The  mix: tire  become* heated, 
aud  when  it  has  reached  a  temperature  of 
95°  Fab.,  it  h  mixed  with  twice  its  volume 
of  water  aud  1st  aloud  twenty-four  hours. 
A  salpho-acid  is  formed,  from  which  the 
solution  of  glycerine  aud  Knlplturic  acid  is 
drawn  off.
